Mrs. Lindloff laughed hysterically j 
I and cast a sneering glance at the jury J 
j when the verdict was rendered 
She collapsed while standing iii an j 
ante-room, sic sounded by lier friends. | 
She was revived and led back to hoi 
cell in the county jail. 
“There is no justice here,” the con­ 
victed woman sobbed. 
“Those that , 
are guilty are turned loose, and those 
that are innocent get the worst of it. 
I will show my innocence before I ani 
through. 
It will be only a question of 
time. 
I did not kill my boy oi any 
! of the others. 
I am innocent, as Cod 
is my witness." 
A formal motion for a new trial was 
made by the woman’s attorney and 
the court set November 15 as the date 
for hearing arguments. 
Mrs. Lindloff is the first woman 
convicted of murder

county courts in three years. 
Seven 
women have been tried iu the crim 
I ital court for murder, but in each 
case the jury cither returned a ver­ 
dict of not guilty or disagreed. 
TJie jury retired at 3:45 in tho aft 
ernoon and a verdict was not returned 
until 9:56 last night. 
The Lindloff boy died June 13 last 
j and the state charged that he was 
I poisoned with arsenic. Mrs Lindloff

having poisoned two husbands and 
• her three children. 
The death, out of which g.ew the 
lichee investigation, was that of Ar- 
j thor Lindloff, 15 years old. 
When slie w as arraigned iii me mu* 
I nicipal court, June IT, charged with 
I the murder of her son, she was or-1 
! dered held without bail and, bv agree­ 
ment of 
counsel, 
the 
preliminary 
hearing was postponed until June 27, 
without the introduction of testimo­ 
ny. 
Meanwhile a chemical analysis 
of the dead boy’s organs disclosed 
quantities of i-rsenic. 
Exhumation of the bodies of Wil­ 
liam Lindloff. one of the woman':, hus­ 
bands, and A.inia Lindloff, a daugh- 
j tor. was the text step, and. June 27. 
Prof Walter S. Haines, who conduct­ 
ed the resulting chemical analysis, 
reported that he had found arsenic iii * 
tho internal organs of both. 
A dispatch came from Milwaukee 
Wit*., June 29, to tho effect that ar 
sonic had been found iii tho body of 
Julius Gratin he, former husband of 
Mrs. Lindloff. 
Police Investigation 
proved 
that 
Arthur Lindloff’s life had been heav­ 
ily insured, and a motive for the a1 
h getl killing was believed to have 
been 
established.

was found, and June 17 the seeress 
was indicted by the grand jury. The 
charge was murder and was based on 
the death of her son, Arthur. 
Judge Windes instructed the jury J 
to use Us own judgment concerning!

cerning the deaths of hor family and 
those who fsserted that
